Extraordinarily rare. Sir William Talbot thinks : “ It is clear 
from this book, that the long looked for discovery of the Indian Sea 
does nearly approach, and that Carolina presumes, that the accom¬ 
plishment of this glorious designe is reserved for her.” Lederer, who 
was a German, travelled far into the Interior of Virginia, and 
imagined that he had nearly approached the shores of the South Sea. 
He had made himself obnoxious to the people of Virginia, and sought 
refuge in Maryland, where he was well received by Sir Will. Talbot, 
who, finding him “ a modest and ingenious person and a pretty scholar,” 
says in the preface: “ I thought it common justice to give him an occasion 
of vindicating himself from what I had hefird of him ; which truly he 
did with so convincing reason and circumstance, as quite abolished 
those former impressions in me, and made me desire this account of his 
travels, which here you have faithfully rendered out of Latine from 
his owne writings, with an entire map of the territory traversed.”

This map is not a new one, but 
simply a reproduction of one in the Ptolemy of 1513, with the name America added. 
Tfce discovery of Columbus is described on the sheet numbered 28, and the two inner 
pages of that sheet contain a Map of America, or rather of the Western Ocean and 
Terra Nova, with the Islands. Again, the last map but one, which represents Qron- 
landia et Russia, is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also contains portions 
of the American coasts.

Several editions were published in 1549 
and of these that published by Whitchurche, March 7, was undoubt¬ 
edly the first. The view that the May edition was the first is 
untenable, the assumption being based on the fact that the ecclesiastical 
year began on March 25, and that therefore the real year of publica¬ 
tion of the edition dated March 7, 1549, was 1550. But it is well 
known that printers were in the habit of dating their publications

A volume of the highest interest, both as a typographical produc¬ 
tion and as a contribution to the history of engraving. All the books 
from the press of Nicolaus Gotz are extremely rare and very seldom 
turn up for sale ; but the especial feature of this volume, only to be 
found in some three or four works brought out by Gotz, is the printer’s 
device. This device is extremely interesting from the fact that it is 
an engraving from a metal block en maniere criblee; and is the first 
example of a printer’s device of this kind. 

Gotz, because of the connexion of his press with that of Caxton, 
as well as with certain Belgian presses connected with both, was a 
favourite printer of the late Henry Bradshaw, and his device forms 
the subject of an interesting monograph read before the Cambridge 
Antiquarian Society (see “ Collected Papers,” pp. 237-246). Bradshaw 
mentions that he was fortunate enough to purchase a copy of the 
“ Repertorium Juris ” (now in the Cambridge University Library), and 
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then discovered, to his surprise and pleasure, that the device, which he 
had never seen, was not a woodcut, as he had hitherto assumed, but an 
engraving, en maniere criblee. 

Hain had never seen the book, and there is no copy in the British 
Museum or in the Bodleian Library. Mr. Copinger’s collation (of the 
Cambridge copy ?) is incorrect. He specifies eight leaves as being 
comprised in the first sheet—there are ten, of which the first is blank. 

Nicolaus Gotz used only one type for all his books ; facsimiles of it 
and of the device accompany Bradshaw’s essay. A noticeable point is 
the occurrence of both Gothic and Roman capitals.

A few other copies are known, but they are all either 
imperfect or made up in facsimile. 

This one belonged to Bilibald Pirkheimer, the first page of text 
and the blank page preceding it being painted for him with a frontis¬ 
piece and borders imitated (in 1498) from the second page of the 
Bergomensis de Mulieribus which had appeared in 1497. In them the 
Pirkheimer arms are twice represented, in one case with dragons for 
supporters, with angels in the other. Tho date of 1498 appears on 
the pediment of one of the architectural ornaments. 

The volume passed into the possession of Thomas Earl of Arundel 
(about 1630), and through his great-grandson Henry Howard Duke of 
Norfolk into that of the Royal Society in 1681 ; next into mine in 
1873, until it was bought by the late Mr. Cheney. When I became 
its owner for a second time at his sale, the book was bought from me 
by Signor Maglione of Naples, and again I have become its possessor, 
by purchase at his sale.

Chaucer folio (1532) from the second folio of Shakespeare (1632).

Drytlen had a very high opinion of this—the fourth and last— 
play of Wycherley’s. In the preface to his “ Stale of Innocence,” which was registered 
at Stationers’ Hall, April 17, 1674, he writes: “The author of ‘The Plain Dealer,’ 
whom I am proud to call my friend, has obliged all honest and virtuous men by one of 
the most bold, mott general, and most useful satires which lias ever been presented on 
the English theatre.” For a few incidents Wycherley was indebted to Moltere’s 
“ Le Misanthrope,” but in Gcnest’s estimation, Wycherley’s play is better than Moli^reV, 
particularly in point of plot. A remark made by Manley, one of the characters, in 
Act I, “ I weigh the man, not his title ; ’tis not the king's stamp can make the metal 
b3tter or heavier" has been suggested as the original idea which inspired Burns’s 
famous lines:

In his translation of Virgil, Douglas is on quite untrodden ground. He has the 
merit of being tne first classical transistor in the language, and he seems to have set 
bis own example by working at passages of Ovid, of which no specimens exist. He 
most have done the whole work, prologues and all, together with a translation of the 
supplementary book by Maphteus Vegius, within the short space of eighteen months. 
He writes in heroic couplets, and his movement is confident, steadfast, and regular. 
In tevt-ral of the prologues he reaches his highest level as a poet. He shows a strong 
and true love for external nature at a time when such devotion was not specially 
fashionable ; be displays an easy candour in reference to the opinious of those likely to 
criticise him ; he proves that he can at will (as in the prologue to book viii) change 
kustyle for the sake of effect; and in accordance with his theme he can be impassioned, 
reflective, or devout. The hymn to the Creator prefixed to the tenth book, and the 
prologue to the hook of Maphoeus Vegius—descriptive of summer and the ‘joyous 
rnooeth tyme of June *—are specially remarkable for loftiness of aim and sustained 
excellence of elaboration.*'— Diet, of Nat . Biog.

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► PROPOSALS FOR THE VICTORIA HISTORY OF THE 
COUNTIES OF WALES. 


In the late Queen’s reign, and under the immediate patronage of 
Her Majesty, there was set on foot the Victoria History, which under 
the direction of a large staff comprising the foremost students in science, 
history and archseology, is designed to record the history of every 
county of England in detail. 

The key-note of the whole undertaking is co-operation between 
central experts and local students. The work throughout is based 
entirely on original sources of information, and the older county 
histories are not depended upon for any events anterior to the date at 
which they were written. For the first time a serious effort is made 
to utilize the national and local records to the best advantage by care¬ 
fully organizing and supervising the researches required. Under the 
direction of a committee of record experts, a large staff is engaged at 
the Public Record Office in abstracting those classes of records which 
are most fruitful in material for local history. Committees have also 
been appointed for supervising special periods of ecclesiastical and 
general history, and for architecture, civil, military, and ecclesiastical. 
By an interchange of articles among writers, and of materials among 
editors, overlapping is to a great extent eliminated, and uniformity of 
work and completeness are secured as far as possible. 

It is desirable, therefore, that advantage should be taken of the 
opportunity presented by the existence of an organization which is 
essential to the compilation of a Welsh County History on modern 
historical principles. 

The position of Wales with regard to materials for early history, is 
not quite the same as that of England. Owing to this and other 
causes, it is deemed advisable to depart somewhat from the general 
plan of the English series. It is proposed that instead of treating of 
the Natural Features, Flora and Fauna, Pre-Roman, Roman and Post- 
Roman Remains, General and Ecclesiastical History, etc., under each 
county, there shall be prepared two preliminary volumes in which 
these subjects shall bo dealt with for the whole Principality, and that 
the County volumes shall, apart from general introductions aild 
statistics, consist in the main of purely local history. 

The two preliminary volumes will be issued at £ 2. 2s net (for tho 
two volumes) and will form part of each set of volumes for the history 
of any single county, and will not be obtainable separately.

I prodigiously long for your Sonnets, your remarks, yr 
Oriental learning, bnt I long for nothing so much as your Oriental self. 

You must of necessity be advanced so far back into true nature and 
simplicity of manners, by these 3 years residence in ye east, that I 
shall look upon you as so many years younger than you were, so much 
nearer innocence (this is truth) and infancy (that is openness) I expect 
to see your soul as much thinner dressed as yr body, and that you 
have left off as unwieldy and cumbersome, a great many d— European 
habits. Without offence to your modesty be it spoken, I have a 
burning desire to see your soul stark naked, for I am confident, it is 
the prettiest kind of white soul in ye universe ”; the rest of the letter 
gives a most pathetic account of a pair of lovers who worked in the 
fields, taking shelter under a tree and being struck dead by lightning, 
and Lord Harcourt having erected a monument to their memory, 

Pope sends two epitaphs which he has written to inscribe on it. In 
another he says, “ My heart leaps at your arrival, let us have you from 
the East, and the Sun is at her service. I write as if I were drunk, 
the pleasure I take in thinking of yr return transports mo beyond the 
bounds of common sense and decency.’' “The joy of following your 
footsteps would as soon carry me to Mecca, as to Rome, and let me toll 
you as a friend if you are really disposed to embrace the Mahometan 
religion I’ll fly in Pilgrimage with you thither, with as good a heart 
and sound as devotion as ever.” “ Mr. Congreve in fitts of the Gout, 
remembers you. Dr. Garth makes Epigrams in prose when he speaks 
of you. Sir Robert Rich’s Lady loves you, tho’ Sir Robert admires you, 

Mr. Crays commemorates you with honour, the Duke of Buckingham 
with praise, I myself with something more.” In another he says, “ I 
had ten times rather go on pilgrimage to see your Face, than St. John 
Baptists head”; the rest of this letter is w r ritten in a very free style 
in reference to Lady Mary’s religion, &c. In another he says, “ None 
but your Guardian angels can have you more constantly in mind than 
I, and if they have it is only because they can see you always. If ever 
you think of those fine young Beaus of Heaven, I beg you to reflect 
that you have just as much consolation from them, as I at present 
have from you.” “ I tremble for you the more, because (whether you 
will believe it or not) I am capable myself of following one I love not 
only to Constantinople, but to those parts of India, where they tell us 
the women best like the ugliest fellows, as the most admirable pro¬ 
ductions of nature, and look upon Deformities as the Signature of 
Divine favour.” In another he says, “In earnest, Madam, if I were 
to write to you as often as 1 think of you it must be every day of my 
life. I attend you in spirit, thro’ all your ways. I follow you in 
Books of Travel Is through every Stage. I wish for you and fear for 
you thro’ whole folios. You make me shrink at the past dangers of 
dead Travellers and when I read of a delightful Place or agreeable 
Prospect, I hope it yet subsists to give you pleasure.” “ I communi¬ 
cated your letter to Mr. Congreve. He thinks of you and talks of 
you as he ought, I mean as I do (for one always thinks that to be as 
it ought). We never meet but we lament over you. We pay a sort 
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of weekly Rite to your memory,” etc. In another he mentions the 
death of his father 44 which happened within a few days after I had 
writ to you inviting myself to meet you in my Journey homewards. I 
have got a mother of great age and infirmitys, whose last precious days 
of life I am now attending, with such a solemn pious kind of officious¬ 
ness, as a melancholy Recluse watches the last risings and fallings of 
a Dying Taper. My natural temper is pretty much broke and I live 
half a Hermite, within five miles of London. A letter from you soothes 
me in my Reveries, ’tis like a conversation with some spirit of the 
other world, the last glympseof whose Favour setts one above all taste 
of the things of this. The women here are—nomen, I can’t express 
how I long to see you face to face. If ever you come again, I shall 
never be able to behave with decency, I shall walk, look and talk at 
such a rate, that all the Town must know, I have seen something more 
than human. Come for God’s sake, come Lady Mary, come quickly ! ” 

In another he says, 44 My eyesight is grown so bad that 1 have left off 
all correspondence except with yourself, in which methinks, 1 am like 
those people who abandon and abstract themselves from all that are 
about them (with whom they might have business and intercourse) 
to employ their addresses only to Invisible and distant beings whose 
good offices and favours cannot reach them in a long time if at all. If 
I hear from you I look upon it as a little less than a miracle or extra¬ 
ordinary visitation from another world. *Tis a sort of dream of an 
agreeable thing, which subsists no more to me, but however ’tis such 
a dream as exceeds most of the Dull realities of my Life! Indeed, 
what with ill health and ill fortune, I am growing so stupidly philo¬ 
sophical as to have no thought about me that deserves the name of 
warm or lively, but that which sometimes awakens me into an Imagina¬ 
tion that I may yet see you again”; he also mentions “ The pcliticai 
state is under great divisions, the parties of Walpole and Stanhope as 
violent as Whig and Tory. The K. and P. continue two names. There 
is nothing like a Coalition, but at the masquerade.” In another he ' 

says, 44 When I thought Italy had pleasures that could allure me to 
have met you there, I see it was only the view of meeting you that 
made that Country appear charming to me, and I now envy ye deserts 
and devastations of Hungary more than any parts of the polite world. 

It is seriously true, that I have not since yr last letter, the least inclina¬ 
tion to see Italy, tho’ before I received it, I longed for your summons 
thither.” One letter is principally in reference to her portrait being 
painted by Sir Godfrey Kneller: “ Upon conferring with him yester¬ 
day I find he thinks it absolutely necessary to draw yr face first, which 
he says can never be set right on yr figure if yr Drapery and Posture 
be finished before,” &c.

Times are much changed since those palmy days of “ curios ” hunting, when a small group ot 
intuitive and enthusiastic collectors started on their fascinating journey of discovery through 
a rich, limitless, and still unexplored ground. In their haste to accumulate the marvels of art and 
workmanship with which they were confronted at every turn of the way, and in the happy 
possession of their ever-increasing hoard, they often remained indifferent as to the probable 
origin of all that fell into their hands ; indeed, admiring and enjoying all the more many master¬ 
pieces, the work of unknown craftsmen, for the very mystery that surrounded them. Amongst 
the choicest examples of ancient Ceramic art selected and treasured by these early collectors, the 
quuintly shaped and richly embossed vessels of old Stoneware had from the first been accorded 
a place of honour. The French antiquaries called them “ Grds de Flandres in England the 
name of “ Cologne Ware ” had been applied to them ; but in ueither country had anyone taken 
much trouble to ascertain the correctness of the designation, or to learn anything further con¬ 
cerning these valued specimens ; a name had been found which described tne ware in a general 
way, and that was thought sufficient to satisfy all inquiries. 

Although the infatuation for ancient Stoneware, now raging throughout Germany, has not 
yet reached our country, a book on the subject does not, however, address itself to the English 
reader without good cause. 

England has ever been the only place where the potters of Flanders and Germany have met 
with serious competitors. Stoneware making was introduced here not long after it had originated 
abroad, and from that time forth it has never ceased to flourish and increase in importance 
amongst os ; from the time when John Dwight produced at Fulham his admirable figures, 
unequalled masterpieces of the art, down to the preseut day, when the manufacture stauds 
unrivalled for scientific and practical purposes, and, between the masterly hands of some of our 
makers, the modern stone pottery continues to show that, for refined treatment and ornamental 
effectiveness, it can creditably compare with the best productions of the ancients. On that 
icconnt alone this so far neglected chapter of Ceramic history would enlist the interest of all who 
ire curious of retracing the sources of national art. By its illustrations, reproducing objects 
out of the usual range of pottery work, it recommends itself to the art amateur in search of 
novelty; while to the decorative artist, or to the manufacturer, it may, perhaps, supply more 
than one happy suggestion.
